• Purpose: The purpose of this deliverable is to provide guidance to state, local, tribal, and territorial (SLTT) 
law enforcement entities, fusion centers, and other public safety agencies on developing privacy, civil rights, 
and civil liberties (P/CRCL) policies and procedures on the use of face recognition tools in intelligence and 
investigative activities. The target audience for this resource are entities that either operate/own their own 
face recognition program or that have authorized access to and use of a face recognition system. The policy 
template also includes provisions that address mobile face recognition and analysis on live video. It features 
an overview of face recognition technology, guidance on how to utilize the template, a resource list for further 
reading, a glossary of terms, listing of related federal laws, and a sample policy for entity customization. This 
resource was modeled after other Global policy templates, such as the License Plate Reader Policy 
Development Templ ate for Use in Intelligence and Investigative Activities and the Fusion Center Privacy 
Policy Development Template , as well as the guidance contained in Developing a Policy on the Use of Social 
Media in Intelligence a n d Investigative Activities: Guidance and Recommendations . The provisions 
suggested are designed to be incorporated into an entity’s general operational policies and day-to-day 
operations. 

• Proiect Background: Face recognition technology can be a valuable investigative tool to detect and prevent 
criminal activity; reduce an imminent threat to health or safety; protect the public; help identify persons unable 
to identify themselves, or deceased persons; and improve security and officer safety. As the use of face 
recognition tools in intelligence and investigative activities expands, it is necessary for entities to ensure that 
policies are developed and implemented that incorporate P/CRCL protections into the use of such 
technology. Since images of individual persons are the source of face recognition information, there are 
higher expectations for the protection of P/CRCL. Failure to adopt and implement appropriate policies and 
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procedures can result in serious consequences both for the individuals involved and the agencies that use 
the technology.
